■ June 3 - Dan II leads an army against the Ottomans at 
Golubac Fortress, obtaining a treaty that will allow him a 
semi-peaceful rule in Wallachia, until 1432. 

■ August 30 - Emperor Go-Hanazono accedes to the throne 
of Japan. 

■ October 12 - English forces under Thomas Montacute, 4th 
Earl of Salisbury , besie ge Orleans. Jean de Dunois , the 
Bastard of Orleans, commands the defenders. 

■ October 24 - Thomas Montacute, 4th Earl of Salisbury, is 
mortally wounded in an unsuccessful assault on Orleans. 
He is succeeded in command by William de la Pole, 4th 
Earl of Suffolk.

■ Itzcoatl becomes ruler of the Aztecs. He eventually begins 
the construction of Tenochtitlan . 

■ The Aztec Triple Allianc e (also known as The Aztec 
Empire) forms with the alliance of three Aztec city-states— 
Tenochtitlan , Texcoco, and Tlacopan—and defeats 
Azcapotzalco to win control of the Valley of Mexico .
